as the armistice was signed, he 
obtaindd permission from the Sultan, 
who was in;complete agreement with 
him on the sitbject, to'ask the Re- 
sidency to-urrange for him and Adly 
Yeghen Pasha, the Minister’ for 
Education, whom the Sultan ‘selected.
